PROGRESS OF STREET WORK 

Oiling Has Been Begun on Upper End 
of Baldwin Avenue. 

Oiling operations have been com¬ 
menced on the upper end of Baldwin 
and the rest of the avenue is being 
brought to grade as rapidly as possible. 
Mountain Trail has received the 
top dressing of gravel and many have 
been the expressions of approval over 
the appearance of the street. If you 
have been inclined to doubt the value 
of the street improvements in "helping 
the appearance of the city in general 
and the abutting property in particular, 
just go over and take a look at this 
avenue. 

The trolley poles along Kersting 
Court have been reset and are now on 
the west side of the street. ‘This leaves 
the way clear for the grading and oiling 
the street in front of the bank build- I 
ing which will be done with the rest I 
of the street work. 

At the urgent request of Mr. Kersting ! 
and the Board of Trade, the city fathers 
agreed to let the curb line of Central 
avenue from Auburn to Baldwin re¬ 
main as established by a previous 
encumbent of the city engineer’s office. 
The curb line further west was set out 
to protect the trees. But if it had been 
continued to Baldwin the street would 
have been much too narrow for the 
business section, besides necessitating 
the re-laying of about 100 yards of 
curb.

IT SOUNDS GOOD 

But the People Want Something 
More than Talk to Show for 
the Rumored Freight 
Depot. 


Reports that sounded almost too good 
to be true have been in circulation re¬ 
garding the freight depot proposition. 
It was told abroad that the Pacific Elec¬ 
tric people were about to erect a freight 
depot at the corner of Baldwin and 
LaBelle avenues. Also, it was said that 
a ticket office was to be installed in the 
station at the corner of Central and 
Baldwin and that an agent was to be 
put in charge of the company’s business 
in this city. 

While the reports were not wholly 
authoritative there seems to be some 
ground for hope that these things will 
be brought to pass soon. Messrs. An¬ 
drews and Keys, representing the 
Board of Trade, have been in communi¬ 
cation with the Pacific Electric authori¬ 
ties and have been assured that the 
company intends to put these plans 
into effect. But after the manner of 
their kind these officials refuse to name 
the time when relief from present con¬ 
ditions m.ay be expected. 

The railway people need expect no 
rest till the people of Sierra Madre 
hear a noise like a freight depot. They 
admit the justice of the claims of Sierra 
Madre and also that the amount of busi¬ 
ness transacted here would justify the 
expense on the part of the company. 

In the absence of more substantial 
improvements on the part of the com¬ 
pany the new dress of paint on the 
passenger station has attracted favorable 
attention. The building now looks a 
little less sombre and weather beaten. 
The track gang has also been laying a 
new sidiiig east of Baldwin for the use 
of the Blinn Lumber company. This 
will relieve the congestion at the end of 
the line and make the handling of 
lumber much easier at the yard. 

Trustees Hold Meeting. 

The city dads met in regular session 
last evening, disposing of considerable 
routine business. The improvement 
of Grand View avenue from Sunnyside 
to a point 375 feet east of Caiion ave¬ 
nue was ordered and the ordinance is 
to be found elsewhere in this paper.
